Permits  for  general  repairs,  for  minor  alterations  not  involving 
extensive  structural  changes,  and  for  small  buildings  of  the  second 
or  third  class,  may  be  issued  upon  presentation  of  the  application 
on  a  special  blank  for  the  purpose. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

1920.—  Chapter  305. 

An  Act  to  place  certain  employees  of  the  election  depart¬ 
ment  OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON  UNDER  CIVIL  SERVICE  LAW. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  appointments  to  the  position  of  assistant 
registar  of  voters  in  Boston  for  regular  and  permanent  assignment 
to  work  in  the  office  of  the  election  department  of  said  city  shall 
hereafter  be  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  regulations,  and 
the  present  and  future  incumbents  of  the  said  positions -shall  hold 
office  until  removed  in  accordance  with  the  laws  relating  to  civil 
service  employees.  The  present  incumbents  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
protection  of  the  said  laws  and  regulations  without  examination. 

Section  2.  To  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  position 
aforesaid  under  section  eighty  of  chapter  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  an  applicant  for 
civil  service  examination  shall  file  with  the  civil  service  commission 
a  certificate  signed  by  a  member  of  the  board  of  election  commis¬ 
sioners  of  said  city  of  the  same  political  party  affiliation  as  the  appli¬ 
cant,  which  shall  certify  to  the  applicant’s  enrollment  in  the  said 
party  for  the  three  consecutive  years  next  prece^Ufig  the  date  of  his 
application. 

Section  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  affect  the  appointment 
or  employment  of  assistant  registrars  of  voters  who  are  per  diem 
employees  and  appointed  for  outside  ward  registration  work,  or 
employed  in  the  office  of  said  department  for  temporary  work  not 
exceeding  thirty  days  in  any  one  year. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by 
the  city  council  of  the  said  city,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  its 
charter.  Approved  April  14,  1920.

Department  of  Employment 
and  Training  to  recruit  personnel,  which  at  best,  for  our  compressed 
time  table  presents  a  problem. 

The  references  supplied  by  Usiola  Enterprises  really  does  not  present 
a  track  record  that  the  Board  can  feel  comfortable  with  at  this  time. 

GENTLE  MOVERS  -  A  previous  bidder,  has  not  demonstrated  that  the 
company  has  updated  their  equipment  and  still  does  not  have  the 
required  power  lift  gates  or  a  low  bed  trailer  that  may  be  used 
as  an  emergency  polling  location.  An  inquiry  into  the  past  per¬ 
formance  of  Gentle  Movers  to  a  reference  revealed  that  the  vendor 
would  not  rehire  Gentle. 

J.F.  LARKIN,  INC.  -  Has  met  all  the  requirements  of  the  proposal 
and  we  recommend  to  the  Board  that  Larkin  be  awarded  the  contract.

John  also  stated  that  he  has  spoken  to  several  persons  on  the  date  of  the 
Preliminary  Election  (  September  24,  1991  )  being  a  Jewish  Holy  Day.  John  informed 
these  people  that  they  should  vote  by  Absentee  Ballot.  Commissioner  Fontanez  said 
that  the  Jewish  Advocate  carried  an  article  on  Absentee  Voting  due  to  the  Holy  Day. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  asked  to  be  further  advised  on  the  objection  of  Althea 
Garrison  regarding  the  residency  of  Anthony  Crayton  (  District  7), 

COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  stated  that  three  amendments  were  sent  to  the  law  department 
and  that  a  hearing  will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  August  7,  1991  at  10:00  A.M. , 

Judge  Tierny  will  be  sitting  with  the  Board.  All  candidates  will  be  notified 
of  the  objection  as  per  decision  of  the  Law  Department. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  SR.  stated  "  it  is  imperative  to  hold  hearing  as  soon  as  possible 
in  order  to  send  names  to  the  Printing  Plant  for  the  Baoolt". 

JACK  MCELLIGOTT  informed  the  Board  that  he  felt  that  any  communication  coming  into 
the  Department  should  be  looked  at  by  the  Board  and  should  come  to  the  front 
dest  first.  Commissioner  Fontanez  agreed  with  Jack  -  she  recommended  that 
people  at  the  front  counter  spend  less  time  with  the  public.  Inquires  for 
information  should  be  in  writing. 

VINNY  CAWLEY  submitted  schedule  for  last  weeks  activities  by  the  Voting  Machine 
Division.  He  requested  that  Lucien  Perreault  be  assigned  to  the  Warehouse  on 
Monday,  August  5,  1991.  Vinny  ask  that  Brian  Morrison  be  reimbursed  for  Voting 
Machine  monies. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  SR.  ask  Vinny  if  Ward  4,  Precinct  9  had  been  settled.  Vinny 
said  that  a  handicapped  ramp  had  to  be  build  in  order  to  conform.  Commissioner 
Killilea  advised  to  build  a  ramp  -  Commissioner  Sheppard  &  Arrigal  agreed. 

Motion  made  and  seconded.  Vinny  stated  that  it  would  be  wise  to  remain  at  the  Samue 
Adams  School,  Ward  1,  Precinct  1  as  it  complies.  Handicap  ramp  has  no  railing, 
it  is  a  portable  ramp.  Commissioner  Fontanez  asked  Vinny  how  many  people  in 
wheel  chairs  vote  ?  Vinny  said  that  from  observation  very  light. 

Motion  made  to  stay  at  the  Samuel  Adams  Schood  and  Check  lights.  All  in  favor.

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  offered  a  suggestion  to  the  Board,  if  agreeable,  to  put 
forth  a  package,  to  be  used  in  the  future,  for  City  of  Boston  Ballot  Law  Commission. 
Rules  and  Regulations  covering  researched  covering  same. 

COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ :  questioned  whether  or  not  guidelines  follow  dictates  of 
State  Ballot  Law  Commission. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  stated  he  would  follow  the  present  law  as  of  now.  Agreement 
by  all  to  have  Commissioner  Killilea  do  this.  Also  Commissioner  Killilea  stated 
that  he  would  like  to  see  the  Library  Books  updated  with  their  new  indexes.  Jack 
McElligott  agreed  to  update  these  books.  Jack  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board 
that  the  drawing  for  position  of  Candidates  will  take  place  tonight  at  6  PM.  He 
further  stated  that  he  had  been  asked  why  the  City  Councillor  at  Large  Candidates 
and  District  Candidates  are  drawn  together.  City  Charter  dictates  as  to  this  practice. 
Jack  also  said  that  a  copy  of  the  Certified  Candidates  in  the  nine  (9)  districts,  as 
well  as,  list  of  at  large  candidates.  This  list  will  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  the  nine  (9)  Library  Buildings. 

COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  questioned  Jack  if  it  was  mandated  to  post  these  list  ?  Jack 
responded  that  it  was.  Jack  stated  that  he  met  with  Vinny  and  Juan  Lopez  concerning 
the  printing  of  the  Ballot  in  Spanish.  Jack  listed  the  Spanish  Precincts  as:  Ward 
8,9,10,  Ward  11,  Pet:  4,5,6  &  10.  Ward  13,  Pet/  1  to  6  -  Ward  14,  Pet:  1,  Ward  15, 
Pets:  1,2, 3, 4, 5, 7  and  8  -  Ward  19,  Pets:  1,11  and  13  -  Ward  21,  Pet:  9.  Ballot 
printed  in  Spanish  is  based  on  past  prectices.  Commissioner  Fontanez  asked  Jack  about 
Ward  4,  Pets:  1,3  &  4  and  9  -  Ward  5,  Pct:l  -  Wardll,  Pet:  1,2,  3  -  Ward  13  -  Jack 
said  these  were  not  to  be  included.  Commissioner  Sheppard  requested  a  list  of  these 
precincts . 

GEORGE  CUSHMAN:  stated  where  there  are  Spanish  residents,  they  are  not  voters. 
COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  said  that  the  percentage  of  Spanish  in  Ward  1,  is  16.3%. 
COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  said  these  are  non-citizens  and  do  not  have  valid  cards  to 
be  here. 

Jack  showed  a  copy  of  the  Absentee  Ballot  ot  the  Board  and  told  them  that  there  was 
an  option  of  a  three  fold  ballot  due  to  the  printing  of  Spanish.  Jack  said  that  a 
two  fold  would  save  time  in  counting.  Commissioner  Fontanez  questioned  as  to  the 
reason  for  absentee  voitng.  Commissioner  Killilea  stated  a  person  has  to  be  absent 
from  the  City  .  Jack  asked  if  a  two  fold  ballot  was  agreed  upon. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  recommended  a  two  fold  ballot. 

VINNY  CAWLEY  said  that  the  first  time  Spanish  was  used  on  Absentee  Ballots  was 
1989.  Commissioner  Killilea  said  it  was  due  to  the  School  Question  and  this  affected 
the  Spanish  Community. 

John  Donovan,  Sr.  on  this  subject  of  a  three  or  a  two  fold  ballot  said  that  we  are 
running  a  tight  shop  on  monies  so  reduce  cost  if  possible. 

Commissioner  Killilea  said  monies  first,  but  confusion  no. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  made  a  motion  to  use  two  (2)  page  ballot. 

Motion  was  seconded  and  approved. 

VINNY  CAWLEY  submitted  to  Commissioner  Fontanez  a  schedule  of  work  performed  at 
the  warehouse  for  last  week.  He  informed  the  Board  that  a  wall  at  Ward  8,  Precinct 
3  &  4  (Lena  Park)  was  damaged  by  our  men  at  the  last  election,  and  that  we  had  it 
fixed,  a  bill  will  be  forthcoming. 

COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  said  it  was  difficult  to  find  a  new  location  for  Lena  Park. 

Vinny  Cawley  said  that  the  nearest  school  was  the  Dearborn  Schoold  and  that  was 
too  far  away.  Will  stay  in  Lena  Park  as  a  polling  location.  Also,  Vinny

reported  that  the  Draper  Pool  used  to  store  machines  is  to  be  opened  again  thus, 
he  will  have  to  move  the  machines  to  Brighton  High  School  Garage.  Vinny  requested 
that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Commissioner  Casazza  requesting  to  use  a  compactor  truck 
to  remove  old  Listing  records  from  the  pool. 

Jack  said  that  one  year  was  required  to  hold  listing  records.  Commissioner  Fontanez 
agreed  to  send  memo  to  Commissioner  Casazza  to  request  compactor  truck  to  remove 
these  list.  All  in  agreement. 

GEORGE  CUSHMAN  informed  the  Board  that  for  nine  years  the  Commissioners  have  said 
"no"  to  Deputizing  Registrars.  Deputy  Registrars  cannot  be  held  acountable  -  do 
not  know  where  registrations  are  taking  place,  illegal  places  are  being  used  for 
registration.  Absolutely  not  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Department.  Wrong  wards 
and  precincts  are  being  used  -  they  do  not  know  the  City. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  stated  that  he  was  here  11  years,  he  cited  several  in¬ 
stances  and  agreed  it  was  disastrous.  Expressed  his  opposition  to  this  process. 

JACK  MCELLIGOTT  stated  that  there  was  a  consent  order  to  do  registration  sessions 
within  the  statutory  requirements.  Due  to  inaccuracies  in  1982  a  person  from 
Sudbury  was  placed  in  the  Election  Department  for  a  year  to  monitor  the  department. 

COMMISSIONER  ARRIGAL  _  "If  the  State  has  to  send  a  monitor  here  -  there  will  be  no 
Board".  We  win  nothing  by  doing  this,  we  loose  more. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  SR.  opposed  to  volunteer  registrars  due  to  past  practices  in  certain 
areas.  In  the  Gay  Community  ,  John  stated  that  we  assign  our  own  staff  and  the 
gay  volunteers  assist  us.  In  1983,  John  reminded  the  Board,  that  this  department 
has  a  large  problem,  there  were  allegations  of  fraudulent  registrations.  John 
reiterated  that  he  was  opposed  to  volunteers. 

VINNY  CAWLEY  felt  that  John,  George  and  Jack  said  all  that  was  to  be  said.  He 
reminded  the  Board  that  volunteers  for  telephones  was  a  poor  response.  Vinny  stated, 
"pay  people"  and  run  a  good  department. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  stated  that  he  had  several  experiences  with  volunteer  reg¬ 
istration.  He  feels  that  in  the  past  we  did  right  to  deny  volunteer  registration. 

JACK  MCELLIGOTT  said  that  he  knows  people  in  the  Spanish  Communtiy,  possibly  he 
can  help  to  iron  out  this  situation  -  he  will  put  something  together  for  the  Mayor. 
His  feelings  are  that  possibly  we  can  get  involved. 

GEORGE  CUSHMAN  further  stated  that  he  was  not  attaching  any  group,  but  when  we  allow 
materials  and  records  to  leave  the  department,  accountability  is  gone. 

COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  agreed  to  take  everything  under  advisement  and  will  discuss 
this  further  with  the  Commissioners.  She  further  stated,  "  I  am  not  putting  this 
department  if  jeopardy".  According  to  M.G.L  we  can  deputize  registrars.  I  will 
continue  to  work  with  you  individually. 

It  was  voted  that  any  request  for  a  registration  session  should  be  petitioned  for 
on  a  seperate  sheet. 

COMMISSIONER  ARRIGAL  stated  that  if  we  do  registration  for  one  group  we  will  have  to 
do  this  for  all.

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  stated  that  we  must  be  ready  for  Election  and  if  this 
is  what  it  necessary  that  we  have  not  choice  in  this  matter. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  stated  that  with  his  years  of  experience  this  process 
has  always  required  overtime. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  proposals  of  Mr.  Cawley 
for  overtime  and  for  two  laborers  as  stated  above  so  that  preparation  for  election 
day  will  proceed  in  a  timely  fashion.

Dear  Commissioner  Sheppard: 

I  was  deeply  disturbed  by  the  outcome  of  our  efforts  to  register 
lesbian  and  gay  voters  last  evening.  There  is  very  little  time  left 
for  registering  voters,  and  a  great  deal  of  time,  money,  and  engergy 
was  expended  on  the  effort  to  get  the  community  out  to  register.  The 
letter  which  follows  will  explain  why  I  am  so  very  angry  at  the 
results . 

One.  You  had  previously  indicated  to  me  that  our  sites,  hours,  and 
deputies  would  be  approved  as  requested.  As  you  know,  our  choice  of 
time  and  places  was  made  after  an  in  depth  analysis  of  the  patterns  of 
congregation  of  lesbian  and  gay  people.  Our  choices  were  not 
capricious;  they  were  well  thought  through. 

Two.  Based  upon  tne  commitment  that  these  sites  and  times  would  go 
forward  as  they  were  legally  requested,  money  was  expended,  posters 
were  created  and  distributed,  volunteers  were  assembled,  and 
advertisements  were  placed  in  gay  newspapers. 

Three.  Last  night  your  Deputy  Registrar  appeared  at  the  designated 
site  at  9:15,  and  left  at  10:15.  Literally  more  that  1,000  people 
came  to  the  site  throughout  the  evening  between  10:30  P.M.  and  12:00 
midnight  as  we  expected,  given  our  careful  analysis  of  gay  behavior. 

In  general  gay  people  assemble  at  dance  clubs  after  10:30P.M.  because 
it  is  unsafe  in  this  city  Lor  gay  people  to  congregate  and  freely 
assemble  until  the  rest  ot  the  city  has  gone  to  bed.  Police  records 
are  available  to  you  on  violence  against  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community.  They  demonstrate  in  graphic  detail  that  lesbians  and  gays 
are  more  frequently  victims  of  hate  violence  than  any  and  every  other 
group  in  the  city.  The  decision  of  gay  people  to  assemble  late  at 
night  under  the  cloak  ot  darkness  is  perfecty  reasonable,  given  the 
city's  inability  to  guarantee  their  safety  at  any  other  time. 
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Four.  Therefore,  a  refusal  to  provide  voter  registration  during  the 
time  that  the  largest  number  of  unregistered  gays  and  lesbians 
congregate  effectively  disenfranchises  that  community. 

Five.  The  Deputy  Registrar  who  was  made  available  at  the  site  last 
evening  was  not  given  any  registration  materials. 

Six.  Therefore,  late  last  evening  I  contacted  David  Sullivan,  Chief 
Counsel  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  will  speak  with  you  this 
morning;  Neil  Sullivan,  Policy  Director  for  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  who 
will  also  speak  with  you  this  morning;  Jovita  Fontanez,  Chairperson  of 
your  Board,  who  will  speak  with  you  this  morning;  and  I  myself  will 
speak  with  you  as  soon  as  possible  during  the  day,  requesting  that  you 
restore  the  hours  as  they  were  requested  of  you  in  order  to  provide 
appropriate  outreach  to  this  oppressed  community. 

I  ask  you  to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  Consent  Decree  under  which 
you  are  presently  operating.  This  evening  the  second  effort  will  be 
made  to  register  voters  (at  Venus  de  Milo,  7  Lansdowne  Street).  I 
expect  your  full  cooperation.  If  you  do  not  allow  registration  during 
times  people  will  be  congregating  at  the  club,  you  will  be  wasting  our 
time  and  the  time  of  your  employees,  as  well  as  violating  the  intent, 
if  not  the  content,  of  the  Decree.  I  point  out  to  you  that  throughout 
1983  you  registered  lesbians  and  gay  men  at  the  club  at  1270  Boylston 
Street  consistently  from  9:00  P.M.  until  2:00  A.M.  with  enormous 
success  and  that  a  change  on  your  part  to  a  10:00  P.M.  closing  breaks 
with  your  own  precedent.  I  am  looking  forward  to  hearing  from  you  at 
the  earliest  possible  time.

I  feel  compelled  to  enter  this  memo  into  the  official  record.  I 
have  the  strongest  reservations  about  the  policy  being  pursued  in 
voter  registration.  This  process  has  been  flawed  from  the  beginning. 

Its  implementation  puts  this  department  in  jeopardy,  legally  and  morally. 

I  feel  that  this  department  has  abdicated  its  authority  to  conduct 
voter  registration;  and  safeguard  the  integrity  of  this  process. 

There  are  no  controls.  There  has  been  no  offical  notice  of  the 
change  in  the  office's  procedure  for  registering  voters.  Certain 
groups  who  are  privy  to  this  knowledge  have  taken  advantage;  while 
the  majority  of  the  city  is  totally  unaware  that  a  new  opportunity 
exists . 

Without  safeguards,  well  organized,  directed  groups  in  this  city  will 
be  able  to  mount  massive  registration  efforts  which  will  swamp  the 
efforts  of  smaller,  less  organized  groups.  I've  always  considered 
our  role  as  an  impartial  administrative  body,  whose  major  role  was  to 
assure  the  public  that  the  election  process  is  both  fair  and  above  reproach. 
I  feel  this  policy  is  wrong  on  both  counts.  We  should  as  a  matter  of  policy 
ensure  that  every  elected  official  in  the  city  is  notified  of  every  single 
registration  session  held  in  this  city.

JOHN  DONOVAN,  SR.  stated  that  he  had  a  few  managers  present,  each  with  concerns 
and  looking  for  directions  from  the  Board. 

1) .  John  Cushman  -  RE:  Absentee  Ballot 

Mr.  Cushman  stated  that  tb  date  we  have  processed  a  total  of  550 
ballots,  17  being  VIP  -  some  have  been  returned  and  are  ready  to 
be  opened  and  processed. 

A  situation  has  come  about,  apparently  the  Ray  Flynn  Campaigne  has 
sent  voters  applications  for  absentee  ballots  to  voters  v/ho  voted  by 
absentee  last  year. 

During  the  1991  Listing  Process  we  have  moved  voters  from  one  address 
within  the  City  to  another  per  the  information  provided  by  an  informant. 

The  example  given  was  from  a  voter  who  had  voted  last  year  from  a  particular 
address  and  has  since  moved  to  a  nursing  home.  This  voter  is  unaware  that 
we  transferred  his/her  registration  to  the  nursing  home.  She  if  fact  re¬ 
quested  that  we  mail  her  ballot  to  her  previous  address. 

Board  voted  to  take  this  situation  and  similiar  situations  that  may  arise 
under  advisement  with  the  law  department. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  JR.  presented  several  concerns  to  the  Board  on  Voter  Registration 
sites  under  51-42B  and  is  seeking  directions  for  guidlines.  His  concerns  are: 

a) .  Permission  slips  that  are  not  presented  with  the  original  request. 

b)  .  How  much  notice  is  required  for  sessions. 

c)  .  Will  multiple  dates  be  accepted  on  one  slip  with  one  letter  of  permission. 

d)  .  Lack  of  the  10  required  signatures. 

e)  .  Changing  dates. 

f)  .  Extending  hours. 

g)  .  Cancellations. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  SR.  reported  that  past  practice  has  always  been  that  when  outside- 
registrations  were  on-going  that  someone  has  always  been  in  the  central  office 
for  any  problems  that  may  arise  in  the  process. 

Also  on  the  question  of  cancellations  when  a  registrar  has  been  assigned.  It 
is  the  agreement  that  the  Registrar(s)  should  get  paid  for  this  schedules  session. 

The  Board  after  much  discussion  has  taken  all  these  concerns  under  advisement 
and  will  return  with  guidelines  possibly  this  afternoon. 

Another  question  is  locations  for  Voter  Registration  -  the  law  reads  principle 
place  of  activity,  the  question  being  -  does  this  cover  sidewalks,  bar  rooms  etc. 

George  Cushman  &  J.  McElligott  stated  that  to  their  recollection  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  has  never  voted  to  allow  Voter  Registration  inside  or 
outside  of  a  bar  room.

JACK  MCELLIGOTT  stated  that  he  currently  is  preparing  a  list  of  the  most 
common  Election  Officers  complaints  to  present  to  the  Board.  The  most 
common  complaint  appears  ot  be  access  to  Election  Department  by  telephone 
on  Election  days  based  on  last  Novembers  State  Election.  Other  complaints 
to  name  a  couple  are  lighting  outside  polling  locations  and  access  to  doors 
at  polling  locations. 

Jack  further  reinforced  that  telephone  coverage  for  the  second  shift  on  Election 
day  be  well  staffed. 

VINNY  CAWLEY  stated  that  the  warehouse  staff  have  57  precincts  to  complete 
and  expects  that  these  precincts  be  all  completed  by  Wednesday  coming  except 
for  15  precincts  that  have  an  access  problem  and  will  be  done  the  weekend 
prior  to  the  election. 

Voting  Machines  will  start  being  moved  into  the  precincts  on  Monday. 

Telephones  are  currently  being  tested  at  the  precincts.

The  term  "  poll  checkers  "  is  used  to  describe  persons  who  sit 
at  a  table  outside  of  the  guard  rail  in  a  polling  place  (  precinct 
polling  location  )  and  check  the  names  of  persons  voting.  These  people 
generally  are  representatives  of  candidates,  political  parties  or  news 
organizations.  In  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
these  "  poll  checkers  "  are  included  in  the  definition  "observers  " 

(53.03  (18)  a  ). 

Any  person  may  observe  an  election.  All  observers  must  be  orderly 
and  must  not  obstruct  the  access  of  voters.  The  discretion  of  the  warden 
is  essential  to  maintain  order  and  access.  When  good  order  or  access  is 
threatened  the  warden  shall  instruct  the  police  officer  at  the  polling 
place  to  remove  any  person  who  is  obstructing  access.  The  warden  shall 
ask  for  the  cooperation  of  the  poll  checkers  in  collecting  and  sharing 
information. 

Since  the  election  process  is  an  open  and  public  process,  the  idea 
that  someone  must  present  a  letter  at  the  polling  location  or  send  one 
to  the  election  department  is  dubious. 


(53.03  (18)  a). 


(18)  Candidates '  and  Their  Workers '  Rights  and  Restrictions. 

(a)  Observers.  To  achieve  the  legal  requirement  that  the  election  be 
held  in  public  view,  observers  shall  be  allowed  inside  the  polling  place, 
outside  the  guard  rails,  unless  they  are  disorderly  or  obstruct  the  access 
of  voters.  They  may  keep  notes  including  marked  voting  lists.  If  there 
are  so  many  observers  in  the  polling  place  that  they  obstruct  voters,  they 

may  be  asked  to  cooperate  in  collecting  information.  The  warden  may  ex¬ 
clude  from  the  polling  place  any  person  who  is  disorderly  or  who  obstructs 
the  access  of  voters.

b)  .  Telephones  . . .  both  in  the  reduction  of  services  on  bills  and  the 

confusion  of  the  telephone  situation  on  Election  Day.

e)  .  If  any  outsiders  are  interested,  please  inform  them  of  the  above  and 

direct  them  to  be  in  contact  with  Commissioner  Sheppard  prior  to 
Friday,  December  13,  1991  which  is  last  day  for  payment. 

After  some  discussion  the  Board  unanimously  agreed  that  it  be  mandatory 
that  Commissioner  Roache,  Chairman  of  the  Listing  Board  or  his  designee 
and  a  representative  from  the  City  of  Boston  Law  Department  be  present 
at  Tuesday's  Listing  Meeting. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  that  she  would  extend  invitations  to  both 
Commissioner  Roache  and  a  to  a  representative  from  the  Law  Department. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  requested  that  all  Commissioners  be  given  a  copy 
of  the  letter  Commissioner  Fontanez  submitted  to  Commissioner  Roache. 


Commissioner  Fontanez  immediately  had  this  letter  copied  and  issued  all 
Commissioners  a  copy  (copy  attached) . 


Much  discussion  regarding  the  listing  was  aired  i.e. 

Jack  McElligott  feels  that  we  are  following  in  the  footsteps  of  1982, 
whereas  a  monitor  was  assigned  to  this  department. 

GEORGE  CUSHMAN:  -  RE:  -  MAILING 

His  feeling  is  that  just  the  delivery  rate  will  be  50%  and  predicts 
that  we  will  drop  100,000  voters. 

JACK  MCELLIGOTT  stated  that  we  have  received  no  cooperation  from 
anyone  regarding  the  listing;  Mayor’s  Office,  City  Council  or  Budget. 

All  we  receive  is  advice. 

COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  stated  disagreement  with  Jack  -  her  feelings  are 
that  the  Administration  and  Budget  have  been  supportive  -  but  no  check. 
She  further  stated  that  we  run  a  good  department  and  that  we  should  keep 
an  open  mind  upon  entering  Tuesday's  meeting  and  brainstorm  as  to  how 
we  can  best  develop  a  way  to  combined  Listing/ Jury  list. 

George  Cushman  responded  that  it’s  hard  to  have  an  open  mind  when  the 
City  of  Boston  was  never  funded  for  the  Presidential  Primaries,  never 
mind  the  Listing.  Stated  that  the  Listing  Board  should  go  to  Court  on 
this  issue. 

Approximately  14  years  ago  when  the  Board  became  involved  in  the  Listing- 
the  budget  appropriation  for  Listing  was  $450,000.  Fourteen  (14)  years 
later  in  1990  the  budget  allocated  was  still  $450,000.  The  listing  we 
conduct  is  by  all  means  not  perfect,  however,  it’s  the  best  we  can  do 
with  the  resources  given. 

Jack  McElligott  firmly  believes  that  a  strong  publicity  effort  is 
essential  for  the  effectiveness  of  a  listing  but  the  monies  for  this 
service  in  never  made  available.

of  State.  We  certified  68,946  signatures.  13,269  did  not  qualify. 

Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  he  had  discussed  with  John  Donovan,  Sr. , 
that  50%  of  petitions  had  1  or  0  certified  signatures.  Stated  that  re¬ 
production  of  papers  has  caused  no  control  and  wonders  if  our  additional 
cost  would  be  covered  under  mandated  cost. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  questioned  the  approximate  cost  ?  Mr.  Donovan  stated 
that  it  would  be  difficult  to  measure  in  dollars,  however  it  is  possible 
that  this  cost  could  account  for  20  to  25%  of  the  over  all  cost.

The  Committee  held  several  meetins  with  one  John  Cappadona,  a  representative  from  M.I.S. 
After  lengthy  discussions  of  the  possible  use  of  computer  tapes  from  outside  sources  and 
in-house  M.I.S.  tapes,  this  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Cappadona  can  accomplish 
this  task  with  the  manual  help  of  election  department  staff. 

Mr.  Cappadona  states  that  he  can  convert  computer  tapes  from  the  following  sources: 

The  1991  City  of  Boston  Lists:  Voter  Lists,  Assessing  Lists,  Parking  Department 
Lists . 

Outside  Sources:  New  England  Telephone  Company  and  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(Licensed  drivers  in  the  City  of  Boston) . 

The  State  Department  of  Revenue  declined  to  give  any  lists  re:  Chap.  62,  Sec.  21, 

by  combining  the  above  tapes,  he  feels  he  can  furnish  a  master  numbered  tape  that  can 
be  used  for  jury  purposes  in  1992,  if  the  Board  elects  to  do  so. 

The  time  frame  involved  would  be  three  to  four  months  to  complete  this  tape. 

Once  the  phase  of  this  operation  is  started,  assistance  from  the  election  department 
staff  will  be  needed  to  manually  proofread  this  proposed  list  for  computer  gliches, 
duplications  and  triplicates  that  are  not  picked  up  by  the  computer. 

Also,  at  this  time  Mr.  Cappadona  says  he  cannot  convert  this  tape  to  a  Ward  and  Precinct 
concept.  He  noted  that  in  the  future,  this  might  be  accomplished  with  a  vast  input 
from  the  election  department  staff  due  to  the  complexity  of  this  project. 

The  costs  of  the  above  project  will  be  determined  by  the  length  of  time  to  complete 
same .

For  better  control,  it  is  proposed  that  the  1992  list  sites  be  combined,  therefore, 
reducing  the  number  to  five  (5).  The  new  area  will  be:

2)  .  Area  B  - Mattapan  &  Roxbury 

3)  .  Area  C - South  Boston  &  Dorchester

PERSONNEL  FOR  RESIDENTIAL  LISTING 


There  will  be  a  total  of  one  hundred  (100)  enumerators,  and  the  number  of  enumerators 
assigned  to  each  site  office  will  be  determined  according  to  area  work  load.

There  is  a  widely  held  mis-conception  that  there  is  such  a  thing 
as  a  perfect  listing.  There  is  no  Santa  Claus.  There  is  no  perfect 
listing.  The  very  nature  of  listing  or  Census  work  dooms  any  attempt 
at  perfection  to  failure.  The  federal  census  which  spends  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars  does  not  even  attempt  to  get  names.  The  most  knowledge¬ 
able  minds  in  this  business  agree  that  80%  accuracy  is  excellent.  We 
can  strive  for  excellence,  perfection  is  unattainable. 

The  magnitude  of  the  task  is  overlooked.  The  City  of  Boston  has 
been  compiling  a  listing  on  a  shoestring  for  the  last  decade,  ($450.00). 

As  in  everything  else,  you  get  what  you  pay  for.  In  the  most  basic  terms, 
it  is  virtually  impossible  to  go  out  and  get  an  accurate  list  for  a  buck 
a  name.  If  you  send  out  one  hundred  people  to  get  one  hundred  names  a 
day  for  45  days,  you  will  get  450,000  names. 

This  is  operating  on  the  assumption  that  you  can  gain  entry  at 
every  dwelling.  You  also  assume  that  everyone  is  home.  You  have  to 
count  on  everyone  being  fully  willing  to  cooperate.  You  have  to  count 
on  an  unusually  mild  winter  because  winter  conditions,  cold,  ice,  wind, 
sleet,  and  snow  will  hamper  your  efforts  a  bit. 

All  the  information  that  has  been  procured  must  then  be  processed. 

These  listing  cards  must  be  handled  numerous  times  to  check  for  accuracy, 
ward  and  precinct,  voter  -non-voter,  alien  status  etc.  Then  the  informa¬ 
tion  must  be  key-punched  into  the  system.  There  is  NO  better  way  of  com¬ 
piling  a  listing.  Through  years  of  trial  and  error,  the  system  we  have  is 
the  best  you'll  get.  Is  there  another  city  agency  who  would  be  willing  to 
accept  this  arduous,  thankless,  overwhelming  responsibility  which  is  an 
unbelievable  drain  on  the  staff  and  resources  of  this  department? 

All  one  needs  to  do  is  pick  up  a  newspaper  to  see  some  of  the  following 
problems.  White  flight,  a  large  influx  of  immigrants,  illegal  aliens, 
disintegrating  school  system,  unsafe  neighborhoods,  For-Sale  signs  every¬ 
where,  the  need  for  low- income  housing,  huge  student  population,  jobless 
rates,  the  homeless,  trouble  in  housing  projects,  unavailability  of  parking, 
and  a  host  of  other  troubles  are  just  some  of  the  ever  increasing  number 
of  problems  which  directly  impact  the  conduct  and  accuracy  of  a  Listing. 

We  strenuously  disagree  with  those  who  freely  criticize  the  listing. 
They  have  no  conception  of  the  ward  work,  years  of  experience,  expertise 
and  tens  of  thousands  of  hours  of  labor  involved  in  compiling  a  listing. 

It's  comparable  to  trying  to  build  a  sand  castle  in  the  face  of  an 
incoming  tide. 

continued . 
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It  is  not  an  uncommon  sight  for  a  lister  to  be  working  one  side  of 
the  street  just  to  see  a  moving  truck  pull  up  across  the  street.  The 
moving  truck  can  be  moving  out  someone  from  another  precinct  who's 
already  been  listed  by  another  enumerator.  Conducting  a  listing  is  like 
trying  to  hold  water  in  your  hand. 

Boston  is  a  huge  modern  City  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  That's 
why  all  the  problems  above  are  mentioned.  It's  not  Boston's  fault,  it's 
a  societal  problem.  We  are  a  modern  city  in  a  constant  state  of  flux.  The 
major  problem  with  the  listing  is  that  its  been  the  bastard  step-child  of 
the  Election  Department  since  the  70' s.  Even  during  the  boom  times  of 
the  80' s  the  Listing  was  never  financed  properly.  The  listing  has  been 
inadequately  funded  for  the  past  decade. 

It  is  the  height  of  folly  to  suggest  reduced  funding  for  an  operation 
that  has  been  grossly  undrerfunded  for  the  last  ten  years.

Upon  conferring  with  all  the  Listing  Managers,  it  was  determined 
that  each  district  is  different. 

The  general  consensus  was  that  after  selecting  the  multiples  from 
the  file.  The  most  effective  method  to  conduct  the  Annual  Listing  was 
a  door-to-door  enumeration  (  including  the  Housing  Developments  ) 

Some  managers  suggested  that  a  nine  to  five  workday  on  weekdays 
was  a  complete  waste. 

In  some  areas  night  time  hours  were  suggested  but  others  disagreed 
because  of  safety  factors.

I  am  aware  that  the  Courts  sharing  the  central  jury  pool  at 
the  Suffolk  County  Courthouse  are  encountering  problems  arising 
from  the  fact  that  not  enough  jurors  are  appearing  at  the 
Courthouse  to  perform  juror  service.  I  am  convinced  now,  more  than 
ever,  that  this  problem  is  directly  attributable  to  the  loss  of 
the  above-mentioned  large  volume  of  data;  i.e.,  the  approximate 
118,000  names  listed  as  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  whose  mail 
was  returned  to  us  as  undeliverable. 

The  situation  has  become  acute.  For  this  reason,  I  feel  that

COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ:  Officially  opened  the  meeting  at  11:00  A.M. 

Vinny  Cawley:  Presented  memo  to  the  Board(memo  arrached) .  Memo  consist  of  update 

as  to  conditions  at  Warehouse.  Space  may  become  available  on  lower 
ground  floor  and  it  is  Mr.  Cawley's  feelings  that  we  should  make  a 
bid  for  this  space.  This  move  would  be  extremely  beneficial  and  would 
also  eliminate  the  elevator  problem.

There  is  one  van  at  warehouse  that  is  not  operable-can' t  get  sticker- 
-needs  approximately  $3000  worth  of  work. 

Mr.  Cawley  stated  that  no  vehicles  are  being  taken  home,  all  are 
parked  at  warehouse  overnight. 

Vehicle  which  is  not  operable  will  be  turned  in  to  disposal  property. 
COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  requested  that  Vinny  inform  us  as  to  the  legal 
way  to  dispose  of  this  vehicle. 

COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  stated  that  she  will  go  upstairs  to  attempt  to 
obtain  vehicles  for  warehouse. 

Mr .  Cawley  stated  that  he  intends  to  start  overtime  next  week. 

Mr.  Cawley  stated  that  he  will  need  10  tables  each  with  5  chairs  _ 

If  the  precinct's  are  changed  he  will  need  15  tables  each  with  5 
chairs . .

Commissioner  Sheppard  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  Polling  Location

Commissioner  Fontanez  officially  opened  this  meeting  at  11:00  A.M. 

Vinny  Cawley  -  RE:  Polling  Location  Changes 

Ward  13,  precincts  8  &  10  -  He  has  been  in  contact  with  the  owners 
of  the  building  previously  known  at  Community  News  Dealers.  There  is  a 
possibility  that  we  may  use  this  building  for  the  two  precincts  mentioned. 
He  will  have  an  answer  on  Monday  or  Tuesday. 

If  the  answer  is  negative,  there  is  another  store  on  this  same  block 
we  may  be  able  to  use  for  one  precinct  13/10  and  13/8,  if  this  is  not 
possible,  we  could  go  to  Auckland  Street. 

Ward  5,  Precinct  3  -  He  visited  the  State  House  which  is  still  under 
construction,  however,  H.P.  door,  Mt .  Vernon  Street  Parking  Lot  -  room 
straight  ahead  on  the  right  (Senate  Hearing  Room)  is  not  booked  for 
these  two  dates.

Total  of  8,500  returned  as  of  yesterday  out  of  over  50,000. 

Presented  a  bunch  of  O.L.'s  from  1991  postmark  that  were  just 
delivered  this  week  by  post  office.  These  voters  must  have  encountered 
difficulties  at  the  Polls  in  exercising  their  right  to  vote. 

Estrella  White  questioned  Mr.  Donoban  Sr.  regarding  Mrs.  White  being 
the  only  bi-lingual  manager.  It  was  her  belief  that  she  would  be  more 
beneficial  on  the  streets  in  her  Lieu  of  office.

The  physical  condition  of  the  warehouse  at  Frontage  Road  is 
continually  deteriorating.  We  have  an  ongoing  problem  o-f 
asbestos  -falling  -from  the  ceiling.  A  temporary  solution  of 
installing  a  suspended  ceiling  over  half  the  area  was  done  a  -few 
y e a r s  ago,  b  u t  t h a t  w a s  o n 1 y  c o s m e t i o  a n d  t  h e  p r  o b 1 e m  c  o n  t inues. 


However, 
w e r  e  1  o c  a t  e c i  o n  t  h  e  s e c  o n  d  f  1  o o r  a n  d  t  h  e  e x  c  e s s  i  v e  w e  i  g h  t  of  o u r 
voting  m a c h i n e s  i s  c a u s i n g  s o m e  s t r u c t u r a 1  problems.  We  h a v e 
large  cracks  across  the  floor  that  keep  getting  worse.  We 
anticipated  these  problems  before  and  is  why  we  established  two 
sat e Hi t e  w a r e h o u s e s  a t  t h e  L. y n d o n  a n d  B r i g h t o n  H i g h  Schools. 


This  helped  but  has  not  eliminated  our  problem.  For  reasons 
beyond  our  control,  we  are  constantly  increasing  the  number  of 
m  a  c  h  i  n  e  s  s  t  o  r  e  d  a  t  F  r  o  n  t  a  g  e  R  o  a  d . 


Being  located  on  the  second  floor  makes  us  dependent  on  the 
freight  elevator  for  shipment  of  the  machines  at  election  time. 
A 1 1 h o u g h  w e  h a v e  m a n a g e d  t o  k e e p  i t  r u n n i n g ,  we  could  be  i n 
serious  trouble  if  it  breaks  down  the  week  before  an  election.

In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Fontanez,  Commissioner  James  Killilea 
Chaired  and  officially  opened  this  meeting  at  11:00  A.M. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  requested  that  we  address  Marty  Kain  first  because  as 
we  speak,  Mr.  Kain  has  election  officers  awaiting  him  at  the  front  counter. 

Marty  Kain  reported  that  as  of  today  he  had  notified  726  Election  Officers  of 
which  526  appeared.  214  to  date  have  not  responded. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
week. 

Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  in  the  paragraph  under  "Polling  Location",  that 
we  correct  the  name  Ray  to  correct  spelling  of  RAE.  With  this  correction,  Commissioner 
Killilea  seconded  the  motion  and  motion  was  accepted. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  SR.  Stated  that  he  gave  the  Chairwoman  a  memo  with  copies  to  all 
Commissioners.  The  memo  states  that  the  O.L.  re-verification  is  in  action  with 
5  teams  throughout  the  City  .  All  teams  have  turned  in  work  -  time  will  tell  the 
outcome . 

Commissioner  Killilea  asked  John  Donovan,  Sr.  if  we  had  any  problems  with  petitions 
not  being  exact  copies?  Mr.  Donovan,  Sr.  responded,  "NO",  and  added  that  the  problem 
is  the  lack  of  Ward  &  Precicnt’s  on  papers.  Informed  the  Board  that  hie  is  in  need 
of  additonal  staff.  Also  stated  that  Voter  Registration  is  heavy,  said  he  counted 
16  people  who  registered  within  the  last  hour.  Finds  this  number  to  be  heavy  giving 
that  it's  August  7th.  and  not  even  lunch  hour. 

VINNY  CAWLEY  Stated  that  machines  in  Wards  1  thru  5  have  been  programmed. 

Commissioner  Killilea  requested  suggestions  from  Mr.  Cawley  as  to  the  special 
outside  election  that  the  Board  voted  to  approve  last  week.  Mr.  Cawley  stated 
that  the  woman  called  him  but  he  did  not  return  the  call  due  to  the  fact  that  he 
has  been  instructed  by  the  Chair  that  he  does  not  conduct  outside  elections  and 
that  the  Board  makes  these  decision. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  requested  (  for  the  records)  that  the  Chair  makes  the  decision. 

Vinny  stated  that  it  is  anticipated  that  600  to  700  would  vote  on  August  15  or  16.  It 
appears  that  all  is  far  from  being  organized  at  this  time.  Commissioner  Sheppard 
that  when  a  vote  by  the  Board  was  taken  it  was  with  the  understanding  that  all 
would  be  in  order. 

Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  since  we  voted  to  conduct  this  election,  we  have 
a  committment  and  ask  the  Board  if  it  would  be  alright  if  we  authorize  Mr.  Cawley 
to  conduct  this  election  with  the  understanding  that  we  would  appreciate  his  service. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  motioned  the  Board  to  authorize  Mr.  Cawley  to  contact  this 
organization  and  obtain  all  specifics  and  to  choose  a  staff  to  conduct  this 
election.  Commissioner  Arrigal  second  the  motion  and  accepted. 

Mr.  Cawley  stated  that  he  has  never  charged  for  the  use  of  Election  Department 
machines  but  believes  that  staff  should  be  paid  union  wages.

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  payrolls  as  presented. 

Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Sheppard  and  accepted. 

GEORGE  CUSHMAN  RE:  Ward  5,  Precinct  5 

Recommended  to  the  Board  that  re-verification  of  this  precinct  should  be 
doubled  and  tripled  check.  Stressed  the  importance  of  doing  an  accurate 
reverification  in  this  precinct. 

John  Donovan,  Sr.  responded  that  every  precinct  shouod  be  done  accurately 
to  avoid  calls  from  irate  voters  from  every  area  within  the  city  -  many  of 
these  calls  have  been  directed  to  our  office  this  morning  -  voters  have  been 
referring  to  an  article  in  today’s  Herald  American  and  angrily  request  answers 
as  to  why  they  have  been  taken  of  the  Voter  List? 

Commissioner  Killilea  suggested  to  George  Cushman  that  he  bring  this  situation 
up  next  week  -  after  we  have  reviewed  the  work  completed  in  Ward  5,  Precinct  5. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  JR.  -  Presented  Voter  Registration  Petitions  for  the  Board's  approval. 
Further  stated  that  we  have  1  request  under  51-26  _Unity  Day  at  Orient  Heights 
Project  in  East  Boston  on  Saturday.  After  the  Board  reviewed  all  petitions  - 
Commissioner  Sheppard  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  these  petitions  as  presented. 
Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Aggiral  and  accpeted. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  JR.  further  requested  the  Board  to  grant  a  request  under  51-26  to 
Joe  Heisler  who  called  yesterday  (deadline)  and  Mr.  Donovan,  Jr.  was  too  busy 
to  accept  his  call  and  therefore  was  unable  to  inform  Mr.  Heisler  that  this 
day  was  the  deadline. 

Motion  so  made  to  grant  the  Voter  Registration  by  Commissioner,  seconded  and 
accepted . 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  requested  a  list  of  actual  numbers  of  Voter  who  register 
at  these  sites.  John  Donovan,  Jr.  said  that  he  has  this  information  available 
and  would  provide  the  numbers  to  Commissioner  Sheppard. 

JOHN  CUSHMAN  -  RE:  Absentee  Ballots 

Informed  all  of  a  correction  from  last  weeks  meeting.  There  are  92  ballots 
(not  102) . 

Out  of  the  92  -  we  have  received  72 

Out  of  the  72  -  12  have  errors  and  cannot  be  used. 

This  situation  of  errors  is  not  a  first  -  every  year  we  have  problems  but  this 
year  it  appears  to  be  worst.  Errors  in  spelling  of  names  is  also  a  major  problem. 
These  errors  are  holding  up  an  already  tight  schedule.  Mock  ballots  were  never 
delivered  this  year. 

John  Cushman  stated  he  understands  we  are  swamped  with  work  in  all  sections  of 
the  Department,  however,  he  still  must  request  additional  help  immediately  or 
ASAP.  Also  he  has  not  received  the  Voter  List,  which  John  Donovan,  Sr.  states 
he  should  get  on  Monday. 

Commissioner  Killilea  suggested  that  upon  the  arrival  of  the  Chair  this  afternoon 
we  will  bring  this  situation  to  her  attention. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  RE:  INSUFFICIENT  BUDGET  AND  UNDER  STAFFED. 

Inquiry  directed  to  Mary  Barry.  During  major  problems  as  we're  currently 
face,  could  the  three  commissioners  request  monies  from  upstairs.  In  other 
words  can  the  three  commissioners  over  ride  the  Chair  to  assure  compliance  for 
the  department? 

Mary  Barry  answered  that  at  this  time  she  has  advised  the  Chair  to  spend  money 
as  needed  and  that  once  we  run  out  a  supplementary  will  have  to  be  given. 


Board  Meeting  —  August  7,  1992 

John  Donovan,  Sr.  stated  that  Absentees  requires  staff  that  does  not  have  to  have 
a  degree,  however,  one  does  need  to  really  understand  the  process.  John  Cushman 
stated  that  under  the  court  decree  we  nust  assign  people  who  are  dedicated  to  the 
task  -  not  20  minutes  here  and  there. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  suggested  that  John  Cushman  prepare  a  memo  to  the  Chair. 

John  Cushman  stated  that  he  has  in  the  past  presented  many  memos  which  are  a 
waste  of  time.  Again,  Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  Commissioners  will 
sit  with  Commissioner  Fontanez  regarding  John  Cushmans  and  John  Donovan  Sr. 
need  for  additional  staffing.  John  Donovan,  Sr.  stressed  that  we  do  not  want 
to  fall  in  the  same  situation  as  we  did  in  1982. 

John  Cushman  stated  that  to  start  he  needs  a  staff  of  5  to  start  in  the  early 
part  of  next  week.  John  Donovan,  Sr.  needs  an  additional  6  employees  on  the 
floor. 

Mr  Cawley  stated  that  his  staff  is  not  working  the  weekend,  he  will  ask  his  staff 
if  they  wish  to  work  in  the  main  office,  also  they  are  available  after  3  PM  on 
weekdays . 

JOHN  CUSHMAN  also  expressed  concerns  on  staffing  for  the  phones  on  the  floor  on 
election  day.  He  would  like  to  see  an  action  plan  as  we  do  tend  to  have  problems 
with  recruiting  of  volunteers. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  again  asked  why  we  cannot  go  to  Budget  and  request  what  we 
need  to  assure  that  we  can  have  monies  needed  to  do  a  good  job.  Mary  Barry  stated 
we  have  the  monies  t  carry  us  through  the  Primary.  Budget  Department  should  be 
made  aware  that  we  are  spending  monies  as  needed  and  we  will  require  additional 
monies  in  the  near  future. 

GEORGE  CUSHMAN  RE:  ARTICLE  IN  TODAYS  HERALD  AMERICAN  points  to  the  election 
department  only  and  not  to  the  Budget  Department  which  he  feels  is  very  wrong. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  motioned  the  Board  to  adjourn.  Motion  seconded  and  accepted.

STAFF:  V.  Cawley,  M.  Boudreau,  Mary  Barry,  John  Cushman,  Geroge  Cushman,

COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  officially  opened  this  meeting  at  11:00  A.M.  and  stated 
that  she  would  like  to  open  this  meeting  with  a  brief  statement:  Stated  that 
we  have  a  lot  of  work  ahead  of  us  and  regarding  the  bad  hits  on  the  newspaper  the 
goals  should  be  - 

1).  to  turn  the  misconceptions  and  is  asking  for  our  help  to  keep  the  department 
problems  to  be  worked  out  within  the  department.  We  are  currently  running  behind, 
due  to  redistricting  and  the  listing  situation.  The  ballot  strips  are  late  and 
a  mess,  numerous  resources  are  needed.  Commissioner  Fontanez  requested  that  the 
Commissioners  vote  to  hire  a  coordinator  to  assist  us  on  a  contract. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLLILEA  motioned  the  Board  to  vote  to  enter  into  an  employment 
contract  with  Rina  Cutler  for  a  period  of  up  to  70  days  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$17,750  to  provide  administrative  support  to  prepare  for  the  1992  Elections  and 
to  produce  the  most  accurate  Listing  and  Voter  Roll  possible. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  second  the  motion  and  motion  was  accepted. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting . 

Commissioner  Arrigal  second  the  motion  and  motion  was  accepted. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  stated  that  he  met  with  a  staff  member  of  Mandated  Cost 
and  was  informed  that  the  intent  was  to  move  fast  to  obtain  mandated  cost  for 
redistricting.  Commissioner  Killilea  requested  that  our  staff  involved  privide 
him  the  estimated  cost  as  soon  as  possible  i.e.  John,  George  Cushman  &  Marty  Kain  - 
mapping  cost,  Marty  Kain  -  election  officers.  V.  Cawley  -  voting  machines  for 
extra  precincts,  ballot  boxes  and  any  additional  cost.  John  Sr.  to  provide 
cost  for  mailing,  additional  cost  for  voter  list,  tables,  chairs,  police  officers, 
telephones  etc. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  SR.  Reported  that  Listing  outside  operations  is  going  pretty  good 
(Wednesday  thru  Sunday) .  Teams  are  getting  good  cooperation  and  finding  around 
60%. 

Nomination  papers  -  confident  that  we  will  meet  Tuesdays’  deadline. 

Recommends  to  the  Board  that  we  expand  our  3  year  OL  to  a  4  year  OL.  This  would 
accommodate  voters  who  vote  only  in  a  four  year  cycle  (Presidential  Elections)  and 
would  assure  that  these  voters  be  allowed  to  vote  with  the  least  amount  of  problems. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  John  Donovans  recommendation  to 
make  available  a  4  year  OL.  Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Arrigal  and 
accepted . 

VINNY  CAWLEY  presented  for  the  Boards  review,  the  break  down  of  machines  to  be 
used  in  September. 

Vinny  further  requested  to  start  overtime  at  the  warehouse  tomorrow,  this  will 
continue  every  Saturday  and  4  hours  nightly. 

Commissioner  Arrigal  motioned  the  Board  to  approve  Mr.  Cawleys  request  to  start 
OT  and  to  continue  every  Saturday  and  4  hours  nightly. 

Commissioner  Killilea  second  the  motion  and  motion  was  accepted. 

Furniture  at  Polling  Locations  will  be  delivered  on  the  Saturday  and  Sunday 
the  weekend  prior  to  the  Election. 

Mr  Cawley  stated  that  he  is  in  need  of  an  additional  van  when  the  three  teams 
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go  out. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  requested  that  Mary  Barry  draft  a  letter  to  Chuck  Morelli 
requesitng  that  he  evaluate  our  disable  van  and  make  recommendation  as  to  disposing 
or  fixing.

Commissioner  Killilea  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  payrolls  as  presented. 

Motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Sheppard  and  accepted. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  JR.  presented  4  Voter  Registration  Petitions  under  51-42B  - 
these  registrations  are  not  for  the  Primary  Election.  Further  reported  that 
the  BHA  will  be  conducting  a  Health  Fair  starting  today  and  every  Friday  unitl 
late  September  and  has  requested  Voter  Registration  under  51-26. 

Commissioner  Killilea  questioned  on  of  the  request,  "Metropolitan  Club",  his 
question  being  is  it  our  intent  to  conduct  Voter  Registration  in  a  private 
Club?  Commissioner  Fontanez  responded  that  this  location  has  been  done  in  the 
past  and  is  usually  done  outside  at  the  corner  of  Steward  Street  and  in  not 
limited  to  members  only. 

Commissioner  Killilea  motioned  the  Board  to  grant  these  voter  registrations, 
motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Arrigal  and  accepted. 

Marty  Kain  reported  that  he  has  contacted  1,017  Election  Officers  and  all  have 
appeared  except  185.  Mr.  Kain  anticipates  to  hearing  from  all  of  them  next  week. 

RE:  Training  -  he  is  in  the  process  of  making  phone  calls  to  schedule  a  training 
room.  Has  manual  on  policy  for  OL  to  be  given  os  that  training  policy  on 
01* s  will  be  uniform  throughout  the  City. 

John  Donovan,  Sr.  stated  that  we  place  a  special  emphasis  on  O.L's  since  this 
is  the  largest  election  (presidential  ) .  Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  that 
we  will  attempt  to  accommodate  whatever  is  needed  to  assure  a  smooth  outcome. 

COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  presented  for  the  Boards  approval: 

1)  .  V.I.P.  (  schedule  attached  ) 

2) .  Poll  Checkers  allowed. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  VIP  schedule  and  the 
request  for  Poll  Checkers.  Commissioner  Killilea  will  draw  up  a  format  letter 
for  Poll  Checkers,  keeping  in  mind  space  availability,  candidate  provide  own 
chair  and  instruct  the  warden  that  these  checkers  are  in  no  way  to  interfere 
with  the  electoral  process. 

JOHN  CUSHMAN  RE:  Absentee  Voting 

a) .  To  speak  with  Mr.  Cawley  on  telephone  package 

b)  .  Is  awaiting  for  written  instructions  as  to  what  to  do  with  incorrect 

ballots  as  the  pile  is  getting  higher  and  taking  up  a  lot  of  needed 
space . 

c)  .  Reported  that  he  is  still  without  adequate  staff.  Has  requested  the  need 

for  staff  out  loud  and  in  writing  and  feels  that  he  is  not  being  listened 
to  or  not  being  taken  serious.  Again  stated  that  he  cannot  do  this  complex 
task  without  the  proper  resources  and  ask  if  the  Board  wishes  to  appoint 
someone  else  to  over  see  the  A.V's  that  he  has  other  things  he  could  be 
doing. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  stated  that  at  last  weeks  meeting  the  Board  agreed  to  give 
John  5  people  who  will  be  available  to  him  through  the  November  election. 

Absentee  is  a  very  detailed  and  important  project.  Commissioner  Fontanez  stated 
that  we  did  indeed  hear  Johns  cry  for  staff  and  will  be  reviewing  resources. 
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Commissioner  Sheppard  stated  that  what  he  is  hearing  is  that  we  do  not  have 


enough  staff  available  to  perform  the  job.  Commissioner  Sheppard  recommends 
that  we  hire  additional  staff. 

John  Donovan,  Sr.  stated  that  he  will  assign  Estrella  White,  Tom  Strachan  and 
Joe  Hanlon  when  he  returns  from  Listing.  Johh  Sr.  stated  that  August  31st.  is 
his  deadline  for  his  outside  O.L.  project.  Also  on  Monday  he  can  take  Donald 
Caulfield  off  the  phones  and  assign  him  to  the  Absentee  section.  All  these 
staff  members  are  experienced  with  the  Absentee  process. 

John  Cushman  requested  that  the  Commissioners  notify  him  if  any  of  these  people 
are  pulled  from  the  absentee  section  for  any  reason. 

Again,  John  Cushman  emphasized  that  all  is  running  late  and  he  does  expect  problems. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  emphasized  that  Johns  request  of  last  week  was  taken  very 
serious  and  thanks  John  for  all  of  his  concerns. 

MARIE  BOUDREAU  reported  that  we  have  received  verbal  confirmation  for  the  use 
of  the  State  House  as  a  polling  location  for  5/3  (  Hearing  Rooms  B1  &  B2)  have  been 
reserved.  Per  Mr.  Cawley  we  need  only  room  B1  and  Marie  Boudreau  asked  and  was 
given  authorization  by  the  Board  to  inform  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  for 
the  State  House  that  we  will  not  require  the  need  of  Room  B2.  Further  requested 
the  Boards  permission  to  release  to  the  printing  plant  the  proof  to  go  ahead  and 
print  the  Polling  location  books  even  though  all  return  agreements  have  not  been 
finalized.  Permission  was  so  granted.

page  2  -  under  John  Donovan,  Jr.  correct  spelling  of  Steward  Street 

to  read  "STUART",  on  same  paragraph  to  read  is  not  limited  to 
members  only. 

MARTY  KAIN  -  Last  paragraph  to  read  smooth  election  outcome. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  amended  &  corrected 
minutes  of  August  14,  1992.  Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  A.  rrigal  and 
accepted . 

COMMISSIONER  KILIILEA  -  Presented  a  proposal  in  accordance  with  M.G.L. 

Proposal  is  as  follows: 

The  omitted  voters  list  is  comprised  from  the  work  of  the  enumerators 
compiled  during  the  months  of  January  and  February.  To  be  eligible  to  have 
voted  for  the  Presidential  Primaries  of  March  10,  1992,  voters  must  have 
been  enrolled  no  later  than  February  11,  1992.  Therefore,  the  Board  has 
positive  proof  that  these  persons  who  voted  in  March  were  residents  and 
voters  at  that  address  in  February  of  1992.  The  Board  has  the  authority 
maybe  even  the  duty  to  reinstate  any  and  all  of  the  people  to  the  current 
annual  registrar.  We  know  that  virtually  everyone  who  voted  in  the 
Presidential  Primaries  will  vote  in  the  Presidential  Election.  I  propose 
that  the  Board  examine  that  list  of  persons  who  voted  in  the  March  Presidential 
Primary  and  if  there  are  people  who  voted  in  the  Presidential  Primary  and  are 
currently  on  the  omitted  voters  list,  then  the  Board  can  reinstate  them 
under  Chapter  51,  Section  35  states  as  follows  "....registrar  shall 
compare  all  omitted  listings  with  the  annual  registrar  of  voters  for  the 
preceeding  year,  and  if  it  appears  to  their  satisfaction  that  any  of  said 
omitted  listings  is  that  of  a  person  entitled  to  vote  in  such  preceeding 
year  they  shall  at  anytime  up  to  and  including  the  day  of  the  next  primary 
or  election. 

After  much  discussion  as  to  this  matter  and  work  involved,  it  was  decided 
that  it  was  a  good  idea. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  this  proposal,  motion 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Arrigal  and  accepted. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  that  after  this  meeting  Rina  Cutler  will  meet 
with  John  Donovan,  Sr.  to  further  discuss  issues. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  RE:  Mandated  Cost  -  Seperation  of  Precincts. 

Has  received  cost  from  Vinny  Cawley.  Total  cost  to  date  received  is  better 
that  $16,000.  Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  this  appropriation  should 
be  continued  yearly.  Secretary  of  State  has  originally  stated  that  they 
would  supply  ballots  boxes  and  now  has  informed  us  that  we  must  provide 
our  own.  We  will  need  additional  ballot  boxes  for  hidden  precincts. 

Rina  Cutler  suggested  that  we  meet  in  a  small  group  to  study  this  cost. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  that  this  suggested  meeting  would  take  place  on 
Monday  coming  at  1  P.M.  in  the  office  of  Commissioner  Killilea. 
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COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  RE:  Small  article  in  this  weeks  newspaper  referring  to 
Election  Department  employee  Joseph  Sablone  a  veteran  of  this  department  who  at 
a  Voter  Registration  Session  was  quoted  as  making  a  comment  regarding  the  lack 
of  attractive  candidates.  Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  perhaps  we  should 
request  that  Mr.  Sablone  refrain  from  making  comments  (  personal  views)  at 
paid  Voter  Registration  Sessions. 

Regarding  Catherine  Clark  Apartments  as  polling  location.  Mr.  Cawley  stated  that 
the  law  department  is  holding  up  our  getting  approval.  Commissioner  Fontanez  stated 
that  she  will  check  with  MiMi  Kelly  this  afternoon  on  this  issue. 

RINA  CUTLER  RE:  Voter  List  &  Omitted  Listing 

Stated  that  she  will  try  to  meet  with  senior  managers  and  hopes  to  have  a  written 
report  at  the  next  board  meeting  or  within  2  weeks. 

Stated  that  after  O.L.  verification  project  is  complete  and  that  the  O.L.  list  is 
smaller,  she  hopes  to  set  up  a  Hot  Line  or  Phone  Bank  to  attempt  to  identify  other 
voters.  John  Cushman  informed  Rina  Cutler  that  he  is  currently  having  lines 
installed  on  the  floor  for  election  day  and  could  possibly  move  up  installation 
to  accommodate  this  phone  bank  (  nights  &  weekends) . 

Stated  that  the  problems  we  are  currently  encountering  could  possibly  have  been 
avoided  if  employees  and  Commissioners  had  been  more  involved  in  the  front  end  of 
the  contract  for  the  Omitted  List  and  that  their  input  should  have  been  taken 
seriously.  Our  goals  should  be  to  reassure  ourselves  that  we  will  conduct 
quality  elections. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  commented  on  Rina  Cutler's  concerns:  that  we  did  have 
meetings,  however,  we  welcome  Ms.  Cutler  here  for  three  months  and  we  should  feel 
comfortable  working  with  her  and  whatever  did  not  work  before  we  will  re-evaluate 
for  the  good  of  the  department. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  SR.-  commented  that  we  can  work  very  well  if  we  have  the  proper  tools. 

Further  stated  that  the  outside  listing  project  is  to  be  completed  by  August  31,  1992. 
His  feelings  are  that  a  good  job  is  being  accomplished  on  the  outside.  The  returns 
at  present  are  slowing  down  due  to  certain  areas  of  which  access  is  more  difficult. 

RE:  Petrucelly  &  Nadler  letter  -  A  letter  is  to  be  drawn  and  passed  by  the  Law 
Department  for  reviewing  prior  to  hand  delivering  -  we  had  used  the  most  current 
list . 

GEORGE  CUSHMAN  RE:  BHA  LIST 
List  consisted: 

a)  .  Alpha  by  developement 

b)  .  Alpha  City  Wide 

His  feelings  are  that  this  was  the  best  BHA  list  ever  received  and  most  useful. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  requested  the  names  of  all  responsible  in  providing  this  list 
in  order  to  send  each  a  thank  you. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  SR.  Reported  that  Voter  Registration  was  not  as  heavy  as  anticipated. 
Stated  that  all  are  in  need  of  coding  and  to  be  placed  on  line  also  O.L.  returns 
are  entered  into  the  system  on  a  daily  basis. 

Voter  Registration  from  June  1,  1992  to  August  18,  1992  totalled  approximatley 
7,500. 

RINA  CUTLER  stated  that  after  the  Primary  we  will  focus  on  voter  registration.  7,500 
is  low.  Lack  of  resources  has  not  allowed  us  to  do  the  necessary  registration. 
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GEORGE  CUSHMAN  stated  that  this  department  should  hire  provisional  employees  as 
has  been  past  practice  not  just  $7.00  per  hour  employees.  George  Cushman  further 
stated  that  the  budget  department  took  away  our  best  tool  -  7  years  ago  we  were 
allocated  more  money. 

Rina  Cutler  reinforced  prior  comment  that  this  is  a  Presidential  Election  and  her 
action  plan  is  to  obtain  more  resources  . 

George  Cushman  again  commented  -  given  the  tools  this  department  is  very  capable. 

VINNY  CAWLEY  Presented  the  precincts  completed  -  92  to  date. 

Will  get  together  with  George  Cushman  regarding  the  hidden  precincts. 

Has  given  Commissioner  Killilea  mandated  cost  for  Voting  Machine  Division. 

On  hidden  precincts  -  George  Cushman  stated  that  if  worst  gets  to  worst  we  can 
change  the  numbers  on  the  strips. 

JOHN  CUSHMAN  stated  that  they  may  start  checking  telephones  on  Monday. 

Centrex  system  is  already  in  Public  Building  (  new  program  )  and  we  may 
be  able  to  access  these  phones  for  the  election. 

MARY  BARRY  Presented  payrolls  for  8/12/92-8/18/92: 

Permanent - 1401 - $24,463.35 

Emergency -  1401-5  - 20,055.00 

Stated  that  summer  interns  will  be  going  off  the  payroll  on  August  28,  1992. 

Commissioner  Killilea  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  payrolls,  motion  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Killilea  and  accepted. 

GEORGE  CUSHMAN  stated  that  we  have  never  had  a  better  opportunity  to  request  the 
resources  necessary. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  stated  that  the  administration  is  looking  for  Voter  Registration 
and  we  must  inform  them  that  this  requires  money. 

JOHN  CUSHMAN  stated:

ABSENTEE  VOTING  -  Expressed  thanks  to  John  Donovan,  SR.  or  staff.  Stated  that  a 
great  deal  of  work  is  being  accomplished  and  it  appears  that  the  confusion  stage 
is  past.  They  have  processed  825  applications  as  of  last  night  and  have  mailed  out 
over  600  ballots. 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  JR.  Presented  Petitions  for  Voter  Registration. 

Three  under  51-21  with  remainder  under  51-42B.  One  of  the  request  is  for  the 
festival  on  August  29,  1992.  This  request  has  already  been  approved  by  another 
group's  request.  John  Jr.  will  give  them  the  name  of  other  group  and  suggest  that 
they  get  together. 

John  Donovan,  Jr.  stated  that  he  called  the  Metropolitan  Health  Club  and  call  has 
not  been  returned. The  intent  of  the  call  was  to  inform  them  to  move  this  registration 
up  to  the  front  of  the  building  in  order  to  be  open  to  the  public.  John  Jr.  in¬ 
formed  all  petitioners  that  voter  registration  must  be  open  to  the  public.

Looking  at  last  day  of  August  and  first  week  of  September. 

Will  inform  Super  Wardens  of  State  Training  Session,  September  3rd./92  -  10:00  A.M. 
to  2:00  P.M.  at  Archives.  They  will  be  paid  for  this  training  instead  of  coming 
to  our  training. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  motioned  the  Board  to  conduct  training  as  presented  by 
Mr.  Kain.  Motion  was  seconded  and  accepted. 

JOHN  CUSHMAN  RE:  VOLUNTEERS  FOR  ELECTION  DAY  PHONE  BANK 

Presented  his  concerns  to  Board  and  Rina  Cutler.  Expressed  that  we  needed 
additional  volunteers  to  total  130  people  -  60  per  shift.

Cutler  said  she  would  sit  with  John  Cushman  and  review  this  issue. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  that  with  luck  -  hopefully,  things  will  be 
different  for  this  election.

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"BOSTON  GLOBE  STORY  ON  PAGE  30  —  8/26/92" 

Karen  Ray,  a  Socialist  Workers  Party  candidate  in  the  9th.  Congressional 
District,  submitted  nomination  papers  for  certification  to  the  Boston  Election 
Commission.  According  to  the  story  in  the  Globe,  (8/26)  Karen  Ray  was  482 
signatures  short  of  certification  (2000).  This  is  correct  because  she 
submitted  1518  certified  signatures  to  the  Secretary  of  State’s  Office. 

The  story  in  the  Globe  further  states  that  her  name  was  disqualified 
even  though  she  is  "  properly  registered  to  vote."  This  is  true. 

The  Commission  uses  the  printed  list  of  registered  voters,  which  is 
current  to  June  of  1992.  Karen  Ray  registered  to  vote  July  «,  1992  in  Boston. 

When  Karen  Ray  requested  a  review  of  her  signatures,  the  Commission  sent 
a  hand  delivered  letter  (8/21)  to  her  lawyer  Burt  Nadler  informing  him  that 
she  could  come  in  for  a  review  forthwith.  Three  people  claiming  to  be  members 
of  the  S.W.P  came  in  for  the  review  process.  They  did  this  with  approximately 
three  hours  left  before  the  deadline.  Included  among  these  petitions  was  one 
petition  that  contained  the  name  of  Karen  Ray. 

The  people  representing  the  S.W.P.  did  not  request  a  review  of  the  paper 
that  contained  her  name.  The  deadline  of  5  PM  (8/24/92)  for  the  last  day  and 
hour  for  registrars  to  complete  the  review  of  signatures  having  arrived,  we 
stopped  the  signature  review  process  (  Chap.  55B-sec.  6).  Also  the  request 
for  review  was  not  in  proper  form.  (Chap.  55B,  sec.  6  -  3rd.  sentence 
"Said  application  shall  list  the  signatures  not  previously  certified  by  the 
registrars  on  which  the  candidate  is  requesting  a  review.")  The  department 
nevertheless  provided  three  teams  of  workers  (  6  total  )  to  assist  the  S.W.P. 
signature  review  process. 

At  approximately  12:30  PM  Monday,  August  24,  1992  a  phone  call  was  placed 
to  the  Election  Department.  Commissioner  Killilea  was  asked  to  speak  with  a 
man  who  had  identified  himself  as  a  member  of  the  S.W.P.  When  Commissioner 
Killilea  informed  him  that  the  Board  has  agreed  to  the  review,  and  that  a 
hand  delivered  letter  to  their  attorney  Burt  Nadler  indicated  that,  and  that 
the  letter  also  stated  the  department  would  initiate  the  review  forthwith, 
the  S.W.P.  person  said  he  was  unaware  of  any  such  letter.

UPDATE  ON  LISTING  PROCESS 


The  Election  Department  was  required  to  implement  a  new  resident 
listing  and  voter  verification  process  this  year  in  order  to  save 
taxpayers  money.  The  new  process  does  so  by  making  use  of  computer 
technology  rather  than  relying  on  the  antiquated  and  costly  method 
of  door-to-door  voter  verification.  The  new  procedure  attempts  to 
bring  Massachusetts,  the  only  State  in  the  country  that  still  does 
an  annual  door-to-door  voter  verification,  into  conformance  with 
more  updated  methods  used  elsewhere  throughout  the  country. 

As  you  know,  this  verification  methodology  is  a  four  step 
process.  The  first  step  involved  identifying  all  residents  in  every 
building  through  computer  matching  techniques.  Three  "safety  net" 
procedures  have  been  put  in  place  to  ensure  the  most  accurate 
residents  list  of  eligible  voters. 

The  second  step  in  this  four  step  process  involved  mailing 
self-addressed,  stamped  postcards  to  voters  who  were  not  verified  as 
residents  through  computer  matching.  This,  as  you  know,  is  the  same 
back-up  procedure  used  every  year  to  verify  voters  not  identified 
through  the  initial  door-to-door  verification. 

This  year,  instead  of  using  door-to-door  verification  as  the 
first  step,  door-to-door  verification  is  being  employed  as  the  third 
step.  The  new  procedure's  cost  savings  results  from  the  fact  that 
only  50,000  verifications  were  required  through  a  combination  of 
home  visits  and  mailings,  rather  than  the  250,000  home  visits 
performed  in  previous  years. 

The  final  step  involves  phone  banking  to  those  voters  missed  by 
each  of  the  preceding  steps.  The  purpose  of  this  memo  is  to 
determine  whether  you  feel  this  step  is  warranted. 
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Having  analyzed  this  new  methodology  for  the  past  three  weeks,  I 
would  like  to  offer  my  preliminary  observations.  It  appears  that 
this  four  step  voter  verification  process  will  result  in  fewer  names 
appearing  on  the  "omitted  voters  list"  this  year  than  in  previous 
years.  And  it  appears  that  this  will  be  accomplished  at  a 
substantial  cost  savings  to  taxpayers. 

My  strongest  initial  impression  is  that  the  problem  with  the  new 
voter  verification  process  is,  at  this  stage,  more  a  perception 
problem  than  a  problem  in  reality.  First  of  all,  the  terms  being 
used  to  describe  voters  who  have  not  been  verified  by  the  computer 
matching  technique  —  such  as  "dropped  voters",  "omitted  voters"  and 
"omitted  listing"  —  give  the  false  impression  that  eligible  voters 
will  not  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  upcoming  elections.  As  you  know, 
nothing  could  be  farther  from  the  truth.  No  one  who  is  eligible  to 
vote  will  be  denied  the  opportunity  to  do  so. 

Secondly,  recent  press  reports  give  the  false  impression  that 
the  omitted  voters  list  is  a  new  entity  which  has  resulted  from  the 
new  listing  process.  As  you  are  well  aware,  the  old  process  resulted 
in  the  creation  of  an  "omitted  voters"  list  every  year.  And  every 
year  25,000-35,000  names  appeared  on  it  because  the  door-to-door 
method  was  not  entirely  accurate.  People  were  not  always  home  when 
Election  Department  personnel  visited.  The  listing  process  took 
place  in  January  when  some  voters  were  unwilling  to  stand  in  a  cold 
doorway  to  answer  questions.  Large  apartment  buildings  often  limit 
access  to  non-residents,  including  Election  Department  personnel, 
etc . 

Another  perception  problem  has  to  do  with  press  reports  that 
refer  to  "chaos"  in  the  Election  Department.  Let  me  state  that  I 
have  not  found  this  to  be  true.  Voter  verification  and  final  voter 
and  omitted  lists  will  be  ready  and  complete  in  time  for  the 
September  primary.  While  the  workload  has  placed  a  great  deal  of 
pressure  on  the  staff,  I  have  found  the  Election  Department  staff  to 
be  very  professional  and  dedicated.  It  is  regrettable  that  this 
fact  has  not  been  accurately  reported. 

Based  on  my  discussions  with  the  staff,  it  is  my  expectation 
that  the  third  step  of  the  verification  process  --  the  door-to-door 
verifications  --  will  be  completed  as  of  September  1,  1992.  As  of 
August  27th,  there  are  26,226  names  remaining  on  the  omitted  voters 
list.  I  expect  the  final  list  to  come  in  between  22,000-25,000 
names  by  the  November  election.  Since,  in  past  years,  the  omitted 
listing  has  averaged  between  25,000  and  35,000  names,  this  year's 
estimate  of  22,000-25,000  appears  to  be  well  below  average. 

As  you  are  aware,  of  the  approximately  24,000  voters  who  have 
been  verified  and  will  appear  on  the  first  supplemental  list,  55% 
have  been  verified  through  the  Step  2  process  of  postcard  mailings, 
and  45%  have  been  verified  through  the  Step  3  process  of  individual 
door-to-door  contact.  Thus,  in  total,  50%  of  the  preliminary  omitted 
list  has  been  verified  as  residents  and  eligible  voters. 
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While  a  complete  evaluation  of  the  entire  process,  and 
r ecommenda t ions  for  the  future,  cannot  be  completed  until  after  the 
November  election,  I  feel  confident  that  the  listing  process  is  well 
within  the  parameters,  both  in  terms  of  size  and  accuracy,  that  have 
been  established  in  past  elections.  Again,  this  has  been  primarily 
due  to  the  efforts  of  the  staff  during  a  challenging  transitional 
period . 

I  am  still  completing  an  operational  plan  and  budget  for  Step  4, 
phone  banking,  in  order  to  identify  and  verify  additional  voters  if 
the  Commissioners  believe  it  is  warranted.  It  might  be  useful  to 
schedule  one  night  as  a  pilot  program  to  see  if  this  step  will  be 
successful  prior  to  committing  overtime  funding  over  a  two  week 
period  prior  to  the  September  primary. 

If  the  Commissioners  and  staff  at  today's  meeting  are  satisfied 
that  the  listing  process  is  essentially  completed  to  their 
satisfaction,  I  recommend  that  the  department  shift  its  focus  and 
concentrate  its  resources  on  a  city-wide  voter  registration  effort 
before  the  closing  date  of  October  6,  1992.  I  look  forward  to  this 
discussion  and  your  decisions  at  today's  August  28th  Commission 
meeting .

Commissioner  Fontanez  further  stated  that  she  would  draft  a  response  to 
the  person  filling  this  complaint. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  commented  on  small  article  in  todays  Globe  regarding 
gentlemen  who  drove  200  miles  from  Vermont  to  vote  by  AV.  He  stated  that 
he  had  called  office  prior  to  driving  here  and  was  told  he  could  vote  all 
day.  He  did  not  know  the  name  of  the  person  who  had  given  him  misinformation. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  requested  that  managers  should  avoid  responding 
to  the  media  and  forward  the  questions  to  the  Chair  whenever  possible. 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA  requested  that  anyone  who  has  any  additional 
cost  information  due  to  the  extra  precincts  under  the  redistricting  plan. 
Commissioner  Killilea  requested  that  they  see  him  in  his  office  on  Monday 
on  or  before  1  P.M. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD  stated  that  he  met  with  Commissioner  Fontanez  and 
a  member  of  the  Justice  Department.  Subject  being  tht  if  a  community  has 
more  than  a  5%  population  of  non  Englist  speaking  citizens  -  all  election 
written  materials,  ballots  etc.  would  have  to  be  translated  in  that  language. 
Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  that  we  are  already  in  compliance  with  this  law. 
After  much  discussion  on  this  matter,  it  was  decided  that  all  Commissioners 
and  managers  would  be  given  a  copy  of  this  law  for  review  and  this  subject 
would  be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting. 


JOHN  DONOVAN,  SR.  -  Suggested  that  we  immediately  look  into  ward  registration, 


Stated  that  the  election  was  good,  complaints  were  not  heavy  and  were  able  to 
be  corrected  within  the  office. 


COMMISSIONER  FONTANEZ  stated  that  she  plans  to  sit  with  John  Sr.&  John  Jr.  to 
discuss  the  situation  of  voters  across  the  City  who  were  listed  as  Republicans 
when  in  fact  they  claim  that  they  are  not  affiliated  with  this  party. 

RINA  CULTER  will  also  sit  with  the  Donovans  on  Voter  Registration. 

Must  determine  or  be  assured  that  enough  money  is  in  our  budget. 

Further  stated  that  this  was  her  first  election  (inside  view)  and  her 
feelings  are  that  staff  did  a  great  job  and  is  hopeful  that  the  November 
election  will  be  as  smooth  running. 

Ask  when  we  will  know  how  many  people  voted  by  certificate?  John  JR. 
responded  10  days  after  the  election  and  they  must  be  hand  counted. 

Much  discussion  was  addressed  regarding  the  N.C.O.A.  list.  It  was 
stated  that  this  list  will  be  a  major  tool  for  1993.  This  list  is  updated 
quarterly . 

JOHN  DONOVAN,  JR.  stated  that  moves  within  the  City  from  the  NCOA  list, 

that  some  correspondence  should  be  sent  to  these  people  so  that  they  may 
be  reinstated  for  the  November  Election.  J 

Commissioner  Fontanez  recommended  that  a  letter  should  be  drafted  in  both 

English  and  Spanish.  George  Cushman  also  recommended  that  we  inform 

them  of  their  new  polling  location. 

Rina  Cutler  stated  that  on  the  4  year  O.L.  some  have  moved  several  times. 

She  will  have  a  better  overall  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

VINNY  CAWLEY  stated  that  he  has  received  a  memo  from  the  Library  requesting 
that  all  machines  be  moved  (  no  storage  ) .  This  cost  will  be  approximately 
$10,000.  Recommends  that  the  Board  writes  letter  to  the  Director,  Mr.  Curley 
requesting  that  we  store  at  all  librairis  except  Orient  Heights,  N.  End  and 
Academy  Hill  Libraries.  Other  libraries  from  his  view  point  have  space 
available  for  storage.

Stated 
that  he  must  find  a  new  location  for  the  November  election.

Will  have  warehouse  staff  available  (  7  employees  )  for  Voter  Registration 
starting  Tuesday  but  will  need  these  employees  again  on  Monday.

Dear  Mayor  Flynn: 

The  Office  of  the  State  Auditor's  Division  of  Local 
Mandates  (DLM)  has  certified  $32,145  in  costs  incurred  by  the 
City  of  Boston  as  a  result  of  congressional  redistricting  under 
Chapter  105. 

As  you  know,  Chapter  153  of  the  Acts  of  1992,  in  line 
item  1599-3730,  creates  a  reserve  account  to  fund  local 
administrative  election  costs  resulting  from  congressional 
redistricting.  The  line  item  provides  that  funding  will  be 
distributed  to  affected  cities  and  towns  by  the  Executive 
Office  for  Administration  and  Finance  (EOAF)  after  expenses 
have  been  certified  by  the  Division  of  Local  Mandates.  EOAF 
expects  that  the  amount  listed  above  will  be  wire  transferred 
to  your  municipal  account  during  the  month  of  November. 


Also,  I  have  requested  EOAF  to  preserve  the  balance 
remaining  in  the  reimbursement  account  until  future  costs,  if 
any,  of  Chapter  105  can  be  ascertained.  Please  contact  Anthony

about  the  amount  certified.

Mary  Barry:  Submitted  to  the  Board  payrolls  for  the  period  11/4/92  - 
11/10/92,  Permanent  Employees,  1401  -  $25,088.20  and  Temporary  Employees, 
1401-5  -  $9,274.51. 

Comm.  Killilea:  Made  a  motion  to  accept  payrolls.  Accepted  and  seconded.
